WILLIAM  WINTER 

WILLIAM  WINTER  is  one  of  those 
rare  Americans— an  Analyst  of  World 
Affairs.  As  distinguished  from  the 
"Newscaster"  who  reports  the  events 
of  the  day,  and  the  "Commentator" 
who  offers  his  editorial  opinion  on 
the  latest  developments,  William 
Winter  delves  into  the  background, 
the  reason  for  the  current  happening, 
and  helps  his  audiences  toward  an 
understanding   of   modern   history. 

As  lecturer  for  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  and  UCLA  in 
Southern  California,  he  has  for  some 
years  been  presenting  his  popular  ex- 
tension courses  on  "Interpreting 
World  Affairs"  to  classes  of  over  a 
hundred  post-graduate  students  each, 
and  there  are  usually  long  waiting 
lists  of  disappointed  applicants. 

The  reason  for  his  unique  popu- 
larity on  the  university  lecture  plat- 
form as  in  the  public  forum,  is  his 
ability  to  explain  what  is  happening 
in  today's  world  with  the  perspective 
of  history.  He  presents  this  valuable 
and  unique  interpretation  of  global 
events  in  down-to-earth,  easy-to- 
understand  terms,  for  he  has  the  un- 


usual faculty  of  reducing  the  intri- 
cacies of  economics,  politics  and  so- 
ciology to  the  familiar  language  of 
the  drawing  room.  His  audiences  al- 
ways feel  that  he  is  talking  with  them, 
rather  than  "at"  them. 

Born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  Wil- 
liam Winter  became  a  practicing  at- 
torney at  the  age  of  20  (and  was  the 
youngest  lawyer  in  the  United  States 
at  the  time!),  headed  the  trial  depart- 
ment of  a  large  New  York  corporation 
at  25,  and  became  a  radio  News 
Analyst  at  30. 

In  1941  he  moved  to  San  Francisco 
where  he  originated  his  daily  com- 
mentaries for  CBS  Radio  Network;  and 
shortly  before  Pearl  Harbor  he  began 
broadcasting  across  the  Pacific  by 
short  wave  radio  to  Asia,  as  the  first 
"Voice  of  America,"  continuing  these 
important  broadcasts  during  the  early 
war  years,  until  he  became  a  War 
Correspondent  covering  the  war  in  the 
Pacific,  Asia  and  North  Africa  for 
Overseas  News  Agency  and  the  Office 
of  War  Information. 

Radio  Tokyo  singled  him  out  as  its 
number  one  wartime  propaganda  tar- 
get because  of  the  effectiveness  of  Mr. 
Winter's  comments  to  people  in  the 
occupied  areas  of  Asia.  At  one  time 
the  Japanese  military  government 
broadcast  a  special  play  in  which 
three  characters  died  and  were  re- 
fused admittance  to  Heaven  because 
of  their  earthly  wickedness.  The 
Three  were:  Franklin  D  .  Roosevelt, 
Winston  Churchill,  and— William  Win- 
ter! 

He  returned  from  Asia  to  cover  the 
United  Nations  Charter  Conference  in 
San  Francisco  in  1945,  and  broadcast 
its  proceedings  to  the  world  by  short- 
wave radio,  for  the  State  Department. 
In  1952  he  covered  the  Korean  War 
as  United  Nations  War  Correspondent, 
reporting  for  television  in  California, 
and  then  joined  the  American  Broad- 
casting Company  as  Radio  and  Tele- 
vision  News  Analyst   in    1955. 

The  late  President  Ramon  Magsay- 
say  invited  William  Winter  to  the 
Philippines  in  1956  where  a  special 
military  parade  was  staged  in  his 
honor,  and  Mr.  Winter  was  awarded 
the  coveted  "Legion  of  Honor"  award 
—the  only  American  to  have  received 
this  distinction.  President  Magsaysay 
in  making  the  presentation  said:  "The 
voice  of  William  Winter  is  part  of  our 
history.  Without  his  daily  reassur- 
ance which  we  heard  on  our  secret 
radios,  Philippine  resistance  would  not 
have    been    possible.     It   was   William 


Winter  who   kept  alive  our  faith,  our 
hope,   our  belief   in    Democracy." 

Mr.  Winter  has  also  been  honored 
by  governments  in  Africa,  Europe  and 
Australia,  because  of  his  understand- 
ing of  their  problems,  and  his  accurate 
and  informed  interpretations  of  world 
affairs. 


TANYA  BRYANT  is  Director  of  the 
California  Real  Estate  Association; 
Chairman  of  the  Speakers  Bureau  of 
the  Exchange  Division,  C.R.E.A.;  holds 
two  certificates  from  C.R.E.A.,  namely, 
C.P.E.  (Certified  Property  Exchangor) 
and  C.M.B.  (Certified  Member  Broker). 
She  is  on  the  teaching  faculty  of  the 
Exchange  Division  of  C.R.E.A.,  hold- 
ing seminars  throughout  the  State  of 
California.  She  is  also,  among  numer- 
ous other  activities,  engaged  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Fernando  Valley  Board  of 
Realtors;  a  member  of  the  Education 
Committee  and  Human  Relations 
Committee  of  the  San  Fernando  Val- 
ley Board  of  Realtors;  member  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  to  the  President 
of  Pierce  College;  and  a  Sunday 
School  teacher  at  the  Encino  Com- 
munity School. 


THEODORE  EDWARDS  is  the  South 
ern  California  Chairman  of  the  Social- 
ist Worker's  Party.  He  is  on  the  teach- 
ing staff  of  the  "School  of  Interna- 
tional Socialism"  of  Los  Angeles,  and 
of  the  "West  Coast  Vacation  School" 
of  California.  Mr.  Edwards  is  a  fre- 
quent contributor  to  the  MILITANT,  a 
national  weekly  newspaper,  and  the 
INTERNATIONAL  SOCIALIST  REVIEW, 
a  bi-monthly  national  magazine.  He 
has  translated  Rosa  Luxemburg's 
WHAT  IS  ECONOMICS,  and  authored 
the  book,  THE  SOVIET  UNION  TODAY. 
He  is  also  a  periodic  guest  speaker 
at  the  "MILITANT  LABOR  FORUM"  of 
Los  Angeles. 


A.  J.  FALICK's  present  business  is 
mainly  that  of  a  management  consult- 
ant in  the  field  of  printing  and  pub- 
lishing. He  has  a  B.A.  in  Economics 
from  Indiana  University,  and  earned 
his  M.B.A.  from  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. He  is  a  part-time  instructor  in 
Economics  at  El  Camino  College. 
While  at  Indiana  University  he  was  a 
newscaster  on  the  campus  radio  sta- 
tion; and  later,  was  an  editorial  as- 
sistant to  the  Financial  Editor  of  the 
Chicago   Herald-Examiner. 


WILLIAM  R.  GRUVER,  author,  news- 
paper editor,  and  public  relations 
counsel,  received  his  B.A.  in  Public 
Law  and  Government  from  Columbia 
University.  He  served  S'i  years  in 
the  U.  S.  Navy;  was  an  officer  of 
Columbia  University's  International 
Conference  Program;  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  a  college  foundation,  and  head 
of  a  New  York  Public  Relations 
Agency.  He  is  editor  of  the  BEVERLY 
HILLS  TIMES;  the  IRISH  TIMES  OF 
SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA,  and  Mercury 
News  Service.  Mr.  Gruver  has  been 
press  secretary  for  a  number  of  na- 
tional and  regional  political  candi- 
dates, including  Thomas  Finletter, 
Democratic  Candidate  for  U.  S.  Senate, 
New  York;  Adiai  Stevenson  for  Presi- 
dent; Hubert  H.  Humphreys  for  Presi- 
dent; Citizens  for  Kennedy  for  South- 
ern California;  Richard  Richards,  Dem- 
ocratic Candidate  for  U.  S.  Senate; 
Lyndon  Johnson  Campaign  of  1964; 
and  Governor  Brown  re-election  cam- 
paigns, 1962  and  1966.  He  is  pres- 
ently an  advisor  to  a  number  of  pub- 
lic office  holders  here  and  in  the  East. 
More  recently  he  has  been  appointed 
Press  Secretary  to  the  Democratic  State 
Central   Committee  of   California. 


DOROTHY  HEALEY,  Chairman  of 
the  Communist  Party  in  Los  Angles, 
has  been  engaged  for  the  decade 
1930-40  in  participations,  demonstra- 
tions and  organizing  activities  for 
cannery  workers,  the  unemployed 
during  the  Depression  years,  the 
migratory  workers  in  the  lettuce 
fields,  the  citrus  pickers  and  the  cot- 
ton field  workers.  She  was  appointed 
Deputy  Labor  Commissioner  in  1940, 
a  position  she  held  for  three  years.  In 
1949  she  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of 
contempt  of  court  for  refusing  to  test- 
ify   before    a    Grand    Jury    with    20 


others,  and  was  sentenced  to  18 
months.  This  was  reversed  on  appeal. 
In  1951,  she  was  arrested  under  the 
Smith  Act,  spent  five  months  in  jail 
and  sentenced  to  5  years  and  $10,000 
fine.  She  was  remanded  for  a  new 
trial  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  1957, 
which  was  later  dismissed  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Department  of  Justice 
on  the  basis  of  "no  evidence  adequate 
for  conviction".  She  was  cited  by  the 
Department  of  Justice  in  1962  for 
failure  to  register  under  the  McCarran 
Act.  The  case  was  appealed  and  won 
in  the  Supreme  Court. 


HARRY  POLLARD  is  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Los  Angeles  Henry 
George  School.  He  was  born  in  Lon- 
don; entered  Canada  in  1954  after  six 
weeks  of  lecturing  in  the  Eastern 
States  of  the  U.  S.  He  was  Canadian 
Director  of  the  School  of  Economic 
Science,  then  International  Director  of 
the  Henry  George  School  of  Social  Sci- 
ence. He  arrived  in  Los  Angeles  in 
1962.  While  still  in  London,  after  his 
graduation  from  Paddington  Techni- 
cal College,  he  continued  his  pursuit 
of  a  mechanical  engineering  career, 
but  diverted  to  toolmaking  because  of 
the  war  emergency.  He  later  began 
the  study  of  Physics  at  London  Uni- 
versity until  called  into  the  R.A.F. 

After  his  discharge  he  became  a 
manufacturer's  representative  and 
began  a  serious  study  of  economics. 
He  led  various  political  study  groups 
in  1949,  and  began  his  active  partici- 
pation in  politics,  becoming  Organiz- 
ing Secretary  and  Chairman  for  sev- 
eral years,  of  the  London  League  of 
Young  Liberals;  Executive  member  of 
the  National  League  of  Young  Liberals; 
Council  Member  of  the  National  Lib- 
eral Party  Organization;  and  Parlia- 
mentary   candidate    during    the    1951 


General  Election.  He  is  the  author  of 
many  articles— mainly  on  politics  and 
economics;  published  a  monthly  polit- 
ical journal,  and  originated  a  weekly 
political  column. 

WILLIAM  MANDEL'S  "SOVIET  PRESS 
AND  PERIODICALS"  broadcasts,  orig- 
inating from  our  sister  station  KPFA, 
in  Berkeley,  are  in  their  tenth  year. 
Mr.  Mandel  is  on  the  lecture  circuit  of 
the  California  State  and  Junior  Col- 
leges, CAPES;  and  during  WWII 
United  Press  provided  his  by-line  mili- 
tary and  diplomatic  commentaries  on 
Russia  to  newspapers  across  the  land. 
He  has  written  for  such  diverse  publi- 
cations as  the  AMERIC/.N  SOCIOLOGI- 
CAL REVIEW,  ARCTIC,  FAR  EASTERN 
SURVEY,  THE  NEW  REPUBLIC,  SKI 
MAGAZINE,  and  TIME.  He  did  pioneer 
research  on  Russia  in  a  variety  of 
fields:  transport  economics,  regional- 
ization  of  industry,  statistics  of  growth, 
cartography,  and  the  organization  of 
science.  Out  of  this  came  A  GUIDE  TO 
THE  SOVIET  UNION  and  the  un- 
published ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  THE 
USSR,  which  Stanford  University's 
Hoover  Institute  granted  him  a  Fellow- 
ship to  complete  in  1947.  Mr.  Mandel 
has  made  four  trips  to  the  USSR  (1931- 
32,  59,  62,  66).  Presently  he  teaches 
"U.S.  and  Soviet  Civilizations:  A  Com- 
parative Study",  in  the  Sociology  De- 
partment, San  Francisco  State  College. 
Recent  and  forthcoming  publications 
are  in  SLAVIC  REVIEW,  CURRENT 
ANTHROPOLOGY,  California  SOCIAL 
STUDIES,  and  the  BERKELEY  BARB,  His 
last  book,  RUSSIA  RE-EXAMINED  will 
see  its  second  revision  by  Hill  and 
Wang,  N.  Y.,  this  spring.  An  essay, 
"The  Future  of  the  Soviet  Union",  will 
appear  opposite  one  of  conflicting  out- 
look by  Bertram  D.  Wolfe,  as  the  clos- 
ing chapter  of  Hendel  and  Braham, 
eds.,   USSR:   FIFTY  YEARS  LATER,  Col- 
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lege  Department,  Knopf,  August,  1967, 
in  which  the  other  contributors  are 
leading  academic  specialists  on  the 
USSR.  Mr.  AAandel  was  subpoenaed 
by  the  McCarran  Committee  in  1952 
for  writing  a  book,  THE  SOVIET  FAR 
EAST  AND  CENTRAL  ASIA,  by  Joseph 
McCarthy  in  1953;  and  by  HCUA  in 
1960.  The  accompanying  photo  re- 
production shows  Mr.  Mandel  as  he 
appeared  before  the  hearings  con- 
ducted by  Senator  McCarthy  in  March, 
1953.  Says  Mr.  Mandel:  "I  was  sub- 
poenaed specifically  because  a  book 
of  mine,  THE  SOVIET  FAR  EAST  AND 
CENTRAL  ASIA,  had  been  purchased 
from  the  publisher  by  the  State  De- 
partment and  was  found  in  a  U.  S. 
Information  Program  Overseas  Li- 
brary." 

When  Pulitzer-prize-winning  re- 
porter Walter  Duranty  wanted  a  full- 
time  collaborator  on  a  book  summariz- 
ing his  twenty  years  as  N.  Y.  Times' 
correspondent  in  Moscow,  it  was  Mr. 
Mandel  to  whom  he  turned.  And 
Arctic  explorer,  Vilhjalmur  Stefansson, 
engaged  him  for  a  year  to  write 
artic'es  on  the  people,  economy  and 
exploration  of  the  Soviet  North  for 
an  immense  Encyclopedia  Arctica. 
Today,  Mr.  Mandel's  working  hours 
are  spent  in  the  translation  of  Russian 
Social  Science. 


THOMAS  FRANCIS  RITT,  currently 
executive  director  of  the  New  Jersey 
Democratic  Council,  has  often  been 
described  as  a  member  of  the  "new 
breed"  of  American  Catholic.  The 
author  of  OBSERVATIONS  AND  RE- 
FLECTIONS, a  syndicated  column  in 
the  Catholic  Press,  Mr.  Ritt  is  widely 
known  as  a  lecturer  and  frequently 
appears  as  a  panelist  on  radio  and 
television. 

Born  in  New  Jersey,  where  he 
now  lives,  Mr.  Ritt  is  the  immediate 
past  national  director  of  the  Catholic 
Council  on  Civil  Liberties  and  a  for- 
mer   board    member    of    the    National 


Catholic  Social  Action  Conference. 
Educated  at  Fordham  University,  New 
York,  Mr.  Ritt  describes  himself  thus: 
"I  am  a  radical  Catholic  who  believes 
that  Christianity  is  truly  the  religion  of 
the  future,  provided  that  Catholic  lay- 
men become  truly  ecumenical  and  that 
they  involve  themselves  in  the  prob- 
lems of  the  secular  city.  I  would  hope 
that  in  the  future.  Christians  will  im- 
plement BOTH  parts  of  the  greatest 
Commandment." 

A  member  of  the  Fellowship  of 
Reconciliation,  CORE,  NAACP,  the 
Catholic  Peace  Fellowship,  the  ACLU, 
ADA,  SANE,  Mr.  Ritt  is  presently  writ- 
ing a  book  titled  PACEM  IN  TERRIS: 
BLUE-PRINT  FOR  PEACE,  and  is  heavily 
involved  in  the  civil  rights  movement 
as  well  as  being  one  of  the  growing 
number  who  oppose  war  as  a  means 
of  settling  international  disputes. 


LAWRENCE  SHERMAN  is  a  business- 
man who  built  a  food  product  busi- 
ness from  a  small  retail  outlet  to  a 
business  grossing  over  $12  million  a 
year  and  employing  over  400  people. 
His  business  and  his  consuming  inter- 
est in  world  affairs  carry  him  to 
many  parts  of  the  world;  and  he  has 
traveled  extensively  in  Japan,  Thai- 
land, Cambodia,  India,  Malaysia,  In- 
donesia, as  well  as  in  Central  and 
South  America. 

Under  both  the  Eisenhower  and 
Kennedy  Administrations  he  served  as 
an  Advisor  to  the  International  Trade 
Development  Committee  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  In  1966 
he  ran  for  Congress  from  the  28th 
District  in  California. 


MARSHALL  WINDMILLER,  Associate 
Professor  of  International  Relations,  is 
Director  of  the  International  Relations 
Center  at  San  Francisco  State  College. 
He  is  a  native  Californian,  educated 
at  the  University  of  the  Pacific  (B.A., 
1958);  and  received  his  M.A.  and 
Ph.D.  degrees  in  Political  Science  at 
the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley. 

He  studied  International  Relations 
as  a  Rotary  Foundation  Fellow  at  the 
University  of  Paris,  France  1948-1949; 
was  a  Ford  Foundation  Fellow,  1952- 
1954,  studying  government  and  poli- 
tics in  India  for  a  year,  and  returning 
in  1955  to  study  Communism.  Includ- 
ing wartime  service,  he  spent  a  total 
of  three  years  in  India.  He  was  a 
Research  Political  Scientist,  Center  for 
South  Asia  Studies,  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, at  Berkeley,   1954-1958. 

He  is  co-author  of  COMMUNISM  IN 
INDIA  (University  of  California  Press, 
1959),  which  was  described  by  the  re- 
viewer in  the  AMERICAN  POLITICAL 
SCIENCE  REVIEW  as  "destined  to  be- 
come not  only  the  classic  study  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  India  but  also  a 
significant  contribution  to  the  litera- 
ture on  Communism  in  general." 

Professor  Windmiller  is  author  of 
the  book,  FIVE  YEARS  ON  FREE  RADIO 
(TLD  Press,  Berkeley,  1965);  editor  of 
and  frequent  contributor  to  THE  LIB- 
ERAL DEMOCRAT;  author  of  articles 
appearing  in  the  NATION,  PROGRES- 
SIVE, CANADIAN  DIMENSION,  WAR/ 
PEACE  REPORT,  and  RAMPARTS.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  American  scholars 
to  visit  Cuba  under  the  revised  rules 
on  travel  to  Communist  countries 
(July,  1966);  and  he  visited  Vietnam 
and  Cambodia  in  1966  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Inter-University  Commit- 
tee for  Debate  on  Foreign  Policy.  He 
joined  the  faculty  of  San  Francisco 
State  College  faculty  in  September, 
1959.
